NEW YORK’S OBELISK. 


Public Documents Which Are to Be 
Placed in the Foundation. 
From the New York Herald, 20th. 


The pedestal of the obelisk yesterday at- 
tracted almost as much attention, lying near 
the Metropolitan Museum, in the Central 
Park, as did the great monolith itself, which 
was stopped for the Sabbath on its way to the 
knoll] in Central Park. The foundation work 
upon which the pedestal is to be placed is to 
be, as is well known, of massive masonry 
and within cornices to be specially prepared 
fot the purpose are to be placed cases of lead, 
securely soldered, in which are to be placed 
a great number of public documents and 
papers that shall contain a record of the 
country for the time at which the obelisk 
shall be placed in position. 

A letter was published in yesterday’s Her- 
ald that contained a list of the papers that is 
to be securely placed on file by the Post -offlce 
Department. The chiefs of the other depart- 
ments at Washington have signified their in- 
tention to contribute papers, etc., and some 
oftheir contributions are already in New 
York. Thus the State Department has sent: 
The Statutes ef the United States relating to 


' the District of Columbia and post-roads, 


assed at the first session of the Forty-third 

Yongress of 1873 and 1874. The Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, 1878. The Federal 
and State Constitutions, the colonial charters 
and other organic laws of the United States.

ENGLISH JUSTICE. 


Punishing ‘‘Crooks’’ for the Wrong 
Crime and Apologizing. 
From the New York Times. 


There comes from England another strange 
story of a miscarriage of justice which ougnt 
to have been impossible. 
1878 a jeweler’s shop was robbed in Colches- 
ter, Essex. The next evening Sergt. Walsh, 
a Loncon ‘‘bobby,’’? whose acuteness and 
character are attested by seventy-two recom- 
mendations to his superior oflicers, saw two 
men alight from a cab, one of whom carried a 
heavy bag, while the other had no hat. The 
circumstances seemed suspicious, and as the 
cabman could give no good account of his 
fares, the officer started after them, where- 
upon they promptly ran away, leaving the bag 
behind them. As nothing was then known of 
the Colchester robbery, there seemed no 
especial reason why extraordinary efforts 
should be made to catch the mem, and so 
Walsh was content to take the bag to the po- 
lice station. There the quantity and value of 
its content at once apprised him 
that he had stumble on no 
ordinary opportunity to be recommend- 
ed for the seventy-third time, and perhaps 
even to secure Ins promotion. So he straight- 
way sallied out and arrested Charles Frost 
and Edwin Smith. Frost would seem to be a 
— victim of fate, for he had already 

een once in jail for a crime which, it was 
afterwards shown, he could not nave com- 
mitted; Smith had never stood in a dock, but 
his companions were bad. These men were 
sent down to the Chelmsford Assizes for trial. 
They had no money to procure counsel, or 
what was worse, to pay for bringing witness- 
esfrom London. On the other hand, Ser- 
— Walsh swore positively that they were 

he men with the bag of booty; the cabman, 
after some hesitation, agreed with him; some 
Colchester witnesses swore that the suspected 
men had been hanging around the village, 
and so they were sentenced, Frost to fifteen 


‘years and Smith to 12 years’ penal servitude. 


Here begins the strangest and most dramatic 
partof the story. A person who is anony- 
mous, in a manner as yet unexplained, came 
into possession of information which showed 
incontestibly that innecent men were suffer- 
ing, but he was not at liberty to use his in- 
formation until the real criminals were ac- 
tually in jail for another crime, 
and for a period so long that 
they need not fear punishment for the Col- 
chester job. Thetwenty-four months which 
Frost and Smith spent sorrowfully at Millbank 
must bave passed very slowly to him, as well 
to unfortunate Frost and Smith; but at last 
the day came when he was at liberty to act, 
and an anonymous letter at once brought the 
curious facts before the Scotiand Yard author- 
ities. Even now there were almost a hundred | 
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open court, they receifed a pardon by mail. 
So they were discharged, with no apology be- 
yond their pardon oor without prospects, 
without money, without character, but they 
are free to make what theycan of their blasted 
lives. :

The last knownof this Bible 
is that it was carried away by Robert Stevens

is thought that he left this Bible among his ef- 
fects.

Diphtheria in Canadian Provinces. 
From the Toronto Mail, Sept. 17. 


In some portions ot the maritime provinces 
diphtheria has prevailed to an alarming ex- 
tent during the last few years. The cause 
may be found in the lack of sanitary regula - 
tions. The St. John Telegraph says: In 
the smaller towns there are no sewers, often 
there are no gutters to the streets, and little 
or no attention has been given to surface 
drainage. The streets are often filthy, but 
they are really the cleanest part of the Gen. 
Any ong who has taken up his anode for a 
week or a fortnight in one of these villages 
which are just 888 of the line of sanitary 
improvements will find it hard to escape many 
unpleasant impressions, The water from wells 
is flat abd insipid. having the unmistakable 
tuint of saturated soil. The surroundings are 
simply abominable.”

She was at La Chesnaye when all Europe was 
astir about the achievement of the Suez en- 
terprise. Telegrams were arriving from the 
great ones of the earth accepting invitations 
to the inaugural ceremony. The French sov- 
ereign was on boarda French war ship, to 
lead a fleet, composed of vessels of all nations, 
with heirs apparent and heads of govern- 
ments on board. Festivity reigned at La 
Chesnaye.

The Glorious Apple.

The apple crop is very abundant all over the 
counwy this season, as it is apt to be every 
second year, the nom-productive season being 
known by farmers as the off-year. The orig- 
in of this verv widely growing fruit is un- 
known, though it has been cultivated time 
out of mind. Astheapple is mentioned in 
the Bible, it is presumed to be a native of 
Palestine, although at present in Canaan and 
the surrounding region itisof no value. It 
is now imported into Egypt and Palestine 
from the neighborhood of Damascus. It was 
extensively raised by the Romans, albeit the 

{oman apple is thought by some to have been 
very different from the apple described in the 
Scriptures. Pliny says that his countrymen 
were acquainted with twenty-two varieties. 
America produces morethan 200 varieties. 
The apple is very hardy. It grows on all soils 
free from excessive moisture, except those of 
a peaty or very sandy character. The tree is 
noted for longevity, often bearing fruit for 
200 or 250 years—the tinest kind of apples 
coming from trees from 50 to 80 years old. 
The orchards of the Republic occupy about 
1,500,000 acres, and their product is worth 
some $16,000,000, most of the product being 
apples. American apples are the best in the 
world, and have a great reputation abroad, 
oommanding large prices in Europe, They 
are used for dessert, especially the Newtown 
Pippin, Baldwin, Spitzenberg and Swaar, are 
prepared in various forms forthe table, are 
made into jelly, cider, wine, brandy, are 
dried and sold im vast quantities, and are, on 
ee used in more ways than any other 
ruit.

Ballooning ia Canada.

The wind was 
very light and the balloon proceeded exceed- 
ingly slow, and was finally becalmed just as 
it reached the docks two miles from the ex- 
hibition grounds. Here the cool air of the 
river and the lakes above condensed the gas 
amd the balloon rapidly descended in a direct 
line for the rigging of an ocean steamer at 
her moorings. The wharves and streets 
adjacent were blocked with peo- 
ple on foot and in vehicles who, 
greatly excited, had followed the @alloon in 
its course through the lowertown. Luckily 
the crowd seized the tow rope of the balloon, 
which was 200 feet long, as it trailed across 
their heads. Thus they kept the balloon clear 
of the * but failed to prevent it from fall - 
ing into the river alongside, Great excite- 
ment and a general scramble ensued to save 
the drowning man, as they thought.

A New Sort of Barrels.

The body of the barrel is ali made in one 
piece from coarse wood pulp. The pressure 
to which it is subjected is 400 tons.

Thereare two kinds, one for fruit, 
flour, and other dry substances; the other for 
oil, lard and liquids of all kinds. A flour 
barrel madein this way and filled can be 
dropped from a wagon to the pavement with- 
out i jury. Fruit packed in these recepta- 
cles keeps longer than when put up in the 
usual way, being dry and excluded from the 
air. The barrels for liquid substances are 
made by subjecting the first form to a simple 
process, and oil can be kept in them without 
any leakage. The saving in cost is about fifty 
per cent.

The latest artistic craze is for dresses made 
of house flannel. The effect of these is better 
than might be expected. The color is usually 
acool yellow. When Russian and Turkis 
toweling was first used for dresses it was 
thought that frugality of fabric could go no 
further, but soon after common kitchen tow- 
eling became a fashionable material.

Every- 
thing has been done to render it fit for for- 
eign use or for long keeping, but very little,

A HEROINE. 


The Struggles of the Mother of Triplets. 
ö From the New Tork Herald. 


A gentle woman of the best possible address 
entered the Herald office on Friday last and 
said that her sympathies had been enlisted 
beyond the depth of her purse by a mother 
whom sbe had found peddling peanuts in 
Broadway. ‘*Tbe poor mother begged me,“ 
the Herald’s fair visitor said, “to me | a pen- 
cil to help her keepa roof over the heads of 
her three little children, as she was a month 


and a half behind in her rent, and her land- 


lord bad threatened to put her out. The 
prepossessing face of the mother drew me 
toward her, and I forgot my shopping 
and listened to her story. It 
turned out that she is the mother who 
gave birth to quadruplets in her little home 
in Oliver street nine years ago, a month sub - 
sequent to her husband’s accidental death. As 
a story of heroic struggles her’s is unsur- 
passed. 

Two visitors sat in a comfortable parlor 
looking out upon the vernal beauty of Wash- 
ington Square Saturday 1 One was 
reporting for the Herald; the other was 
seeking means whereby she might shelter her 
three childrenn. Her landlord had set her 
few things out on the sidewalk and she had 
left the children r them. 

J was married at the age of twenty-three 
in England fifteen years ago,“ Mrs. Lucv 
Blennerhasset said, and soon afterward my 
husband took meto New York, where my first 
two children—twins—were born. On the 9th 
of September, 1871, a scaffolding fell from 
near the eaves of a five-story building in 
South street, and my husband, who was one 
of the painters that were on that scaffold, was 
killed. He left me barely one week’s wages. 
The neighbors were kind, but they could not 
support me and my two children, and besides 
I was about again to becomea mother. 
I felt that I must do something, 
and with the neighbor,’ assistance I set up 
an apple stand in front of the Sub-Treasury 
building. One month later—on the llth of 
October, 1871—I was taken sick in front of the 
Sub-Treasury, and the good Dr. Sayre, who 
was passing, called ahackman, aud took me 
tomy home on Oliver street. There four 
boys were born, and the Doctor named them 
George Washington Blennerhasset, Ulyses 8. 
Grant Blennerhasset, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Blennerhasset and James Fisk Blennerhasset. 
James Fisk Blennerbasset died. The other 
three lived, and I have kept a roof over their 
heads until this morning.“ 

“Did either of the personages after whom 
they were named ever aid you:“ the reporter 
inquired. 

nes Fisk, Jr.,“ Mrs. Blennerhasset re- 

plied, „gave me a ton of coal, a barrel 
of flour and a hundredweight of oatmeal, and 
these lasted all winter. Gen. Grant gave me 
seventy-five acres of land—twenty-five for 
each of the boys—land in Wisconsion. The 
deed was given to Collector Thomas Murphy 
to be surrendered to the boys when they were 
twenty-one vears of age. Mrs. Vanderbilt 
frequently helped me; but in the spring 1 be- 
gan to depend mainly upon myself.” 

„With five children to support?“ 

“One cf my twins—the girl, now twelve 
years of age—had scarlet fever and became 
deaf and dumb. I sent her to the Fanwood 
Institution for Deaf Mutes. She is there yet. 
I visit her twice ayear. The boy was taken 
into the Wanderers’ Home, in the New 
Bowery.“ 

What next?“ 

“T got washing and scrubbing, aud when I 
couldn't get that I went to a peneil maker’s 
and bought ten cents’ worth of pencils and 
sold them in Broadway. Ihave walked from 
the Battery to Thirty-fourth street selling 
pencils. I would walk from the Battery to 
Harlem Bridge, selling pencils or scrubbing 
to keep a roof over my children’s heads. 
would rather scrub, for I get twenty-five 
cents an hour forthat. I made from thirty 
to seventy cents a day while selling pencils.’’ 

**Who took care of the little ones while you 
were away frem home?” 

I made a kind of triple sling and carried 
two on my back and one near my breast 
wherever I went. A policeman once arrested 
me as an impostor and took me to the Church 
street police station. Capt. Cherry sent me 
to the Tombs, and Justice Dowling, after 
hearing my story, gave me 85 and released 
me, and requested me to make a complaint 
against the police officer because the police 
officer had struck me with his club. Kind 
gentlemen in Wall street went up with me, 
and testified before the Police Commission- 
ers, and they ‘broke’ that officer.“ 

Mou returned to Wall street?“ 

„Nes, and as my babes grew heavier Mr. 
Thomas E. Lord—he-is dead now—gave me a 
little carriage for them, andthe Wall Street 
men labeled it ‘The Triplets.’ One summer, 
when business was dull, Me. George C. Gil- 
man sent me to Saratoga to exhibit the trip- 
lets, and we were keptin the Grand Union 
Hotel for three weeks,a colored woman mind- 
ing my babjes while I wentto eat. I came 
home with 869. I bought abarrej ot flour, a 
barrel of potatoes and a hundred weight of 
oatmeal, and these kept us all the winter. In 
the spring I began to sell bouquets, buying 
them at seventy-five cents a dozen and zell- 
ing them for fifteen cents a piece. 
When the triplets were six years old 1 
set one down at Wall street ferry and another 
at Hamilton avenue ferry, selling bouquets, 
and I sold bouquets at Atlantic ferry. The 
downtown merchants had come to know the 
children, and they were safe away from my 
side. A showman once wanted to exhibit 
them, but he wouldn’t take me,and I 
wouldn’t part with them. 

»My eldest boy not liking the Wanderers’ 
Home I took him out as soon as I was able and 
sent him to Trinity School, and afterward to 
the public school in Vandewater street, where 
until I took him out lately, he was in the 
second class in the grammar department.“ 

THE WIDOW’S MITE. ; 

‘Your children are still guarding your 
household goods!“ 

„The triplets are. I gave the eldest boy 
twenty-five cents and he went dewn town to 
sell papers. He has sold papers before. He 
expects to do well to-day with his twenty- 
five cents. By this time the neighbors have 
taken care of the triplets. They can’t afford 
to; for they, too, need all they can get, and 
more. I went to Mr. Bowne, of the Society 
for improving the Condition of the Poor, and 
he gave me an order for some groceries, and 
now lam going down to get them and take

It is the policy of 
this paper to be atall times fair and can- 
did. We have no malice to wreak and no 
business jealousies to gratify at the ex- 
pense of our reputation for decency and 
fairness. Wedonotseck a quarrel with 
the sordid, malevolent and domineering

He is a 
Railroad King. If sent to Congress his 
great and complicated interests would dis- 
tract him and absolutely prevent that 
attention to detail which is the greatest 
merit of a legislator. He could never en- 
joy that freedom of mind and release from 
private cares which is absolutely indispens- 
able in the man who assumes to be, a pub- 
lic servant. 

The Democratic party is the foe of mon- 
opolists—it is the hereditary enemy of 
kings of every character and the jealous 
watcher over the Railway Kings who pur- 
chase legislation, corrupt official life and 
encroach upon the rights of the poor and 
the defenseless. Does anybody suppose 
for an instant that Mr. Allen, if sent to 
Congress, would sacrifice his personal 
interests to public good? Is it not rea- 
sonable to assume that, according to the 
applied rules of human nature, he would be 
found voting on the side of organized Cap- 
ital, advocating the schemes of monopo- 
lists and in every way aiding the men who 
are acknowledged to be the insidious 
enemies of the Republic?

Mr. Allen is 
expected to corrupt and demoralize the 
politics of the Second District. It is the 
money barrel, and not Mr. Allen, whom 
the voters of the district are called upon 
to indorse, and his candidacy is an insult 
to every struggling man of limited means 
and honest aspirations. 

Two years ago, when Mr. Allen was led 
by his vanity to seek a seat inthe United 
States Senate—the new goal of the Modern 
Croesus—the sagacious harpies of the 
Republican overlooked his crowning quali- 
fications.

And yet 
no one knows what extenuating cir- 
cumstances there may have been in his 
favor. Had the jury that was empaneled 
been carefully selected of people who had 
ever been given babies to mind no one can 
doubt that an acquittal would have fol- 
lowed. »A great deal of fuss and animad- 
version has been occasioned by King 
Herod’s attention to the juvenile portion 
of his constituency, but, like most ques- 
tions, there is another side to this affair. 
A baby can display more different kinds of 
cussedness to the square inch than the Tas- 
manian devil. We have the pleasure of 
knowing nine toddlers in this community 
whose yelling would distance a Comanche 
war whoop. They pass their time chiefly 
in howling and getting sticky. Wo one 
ever yet fondled a baby without 
many of the results which would 
follow the handling of a damp postage 
stamp. No one ever saw a child that was 
not working out its section of total de- 
pravity by spoiling something or by raising 
the deuce over ahidden and mysterious 
wrong.

Lucien Eaton was named from the Tenth 
Ward, by the contestants, a member ofthe 
reguiar delegation claimed that he lived in 
the Eighteenth Ward. I am not Democrat- 
ic enough to live in two wards,’’ retorted Mr. 
Eaton. The committee as constituted was as 
follows:

PROF. C. V. RILEY. 


He Addresses the Members of the Cot- 
ton Exchange To-Day. 


Prof.C. V. Riley, chief of the United 
States Entomological Commission, passed 
through here to-day for Washington, 
on his way from South Alabama 


and Mississippi. By invitation he 
addressed the members of the Cotton Ex- 
change on the subject of the cotton worm and 
boll worm. He gave an interesting account 
of the facts which the commission had es- 
tablished regarding these insects, and of 
the summer’s work in the South. The 
weather had been unfavorable on 
account of excessive rain, both to 
the crop and to the work 
of the commission, especially at Selma, Ala., 
which was made a center of operations. Yet 
planters who had poisoned early and intelli- 
gently had saved a full crop amidst utter de - 
foliation by the worm of unpoisoned fields all 
around them, and the commission had 
tested nearly five tons of indigenous plants 
in the hope of finding a better and safer rem- 
edy than any in use. He spoke hignly of pvre- 
thrum as the only plant of any practical value, 
and the commission had made it available by 
the discovery that it could be used in water at 
the rate of one pound to 140 galions. They 
had reduced the first cost of poison 
to one- fourth what it used to be by intro- 
ducing, a year ago, London purple as a sub- 
stitute for Paris green, and it had this year 
given quite general satisfaction. The pres- 
ent year their experiments have 
resuited in improved appliances 
that will kill both the voung cotton 
worm and the young boll worm and enable 
the planter to protect three acres with the 
material and labor that he has so far had to 
putononeacre. Prof. Riley expressed the 
belief that while there was roomfor further 
expcriment, the intelligent planter would 
henceforth not fear the worm; that 
it was virtually conquered, and thus one of 
the most serious obstacles to profitable cotton 
culture in more Southern sections of the belt 
wasremoved. All who heard his exposition 
of the facts agreed with him. 

At the close of the Professor’s remarks, 
which had been listened to with great inter- 
est, the Exchange extended to him a vote of 
thanks, and he was introduced personally to 
many of the members.

A Rousing Meeting and a Warm Indorse- 
ment of Hancock. 


Michigan City (Ind.) Special to Chicago Times. 

The Democratic meeting to-night at the 
wigwam was the largest and most enthusiast- 
ic of the campaign. The speakers were Gov, 
B. Gratz Brown, of Missouri, and Hon. D. 
W. Voorhees. They spoke for about three 
pours, and the attention given them was of 
more than the usual character, and the cheer- 
ing was frequent and spontaneous. The 
Democratic Glee Club of about a dozen ladies 
and gentlemen singers was a new feature of 
the campaign. They rendered several good

selections of Democratic cones ina decidedly | 
n 


creditable manner, 2a were heartily 
applauded. Governor Brown was imtroduc- 
— in a few happy remarks by ex-Mayor 
H. H. Walker. He gave a ghort account 
of his visit to this State eight years ago, when 
he was candidate for Vice-President, and ap- 
pealed for the — . of the people of Indi- 
ana, aud declared he would ever feel gratified 
and would always be glad to render any as- 
sistance he could. The Ex-Governor then 
referred to the Chicago convention, at which 
he chanced to be present, and which he found 
presided over by Senator Hoar, of Massachu- 
setts, whose most memorable utterance a 
short time before had been a fierce denunci- 
ation of thegutter corruption of the Republi- 
can leaders whenjconducting the impeachment 
trial of Secretary Belknap. He there saw the 
leader of their party (Gen. Grant) slaughter- 
ed inthe house of his friends, in spite of in- 
structions, and smirched, and blackened with 
more of villification by opposing Republicans 
than ever had been done by the Democratic 
party. He also saw 

A TRUSTED LEADER 
put forward as a confidential friend to nomi- 
nate the distinguished Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the Presidency, and when the sound 
of his voice had hushed he heard the whisper 
run round the convention; His speech was 
intended to nominate himself. He has™be- 
trayed his friend.’’ In short, he found there 
mo platform of principles to hold together a 
great party; no leadership, but only warrin 
chieftains, no vigor of organization, but al 
the signs of decay. Gov. B. said that in all 
these things the masses of the Republican par- 
ty had been betrayed; that the attempt to 
revive the bloody shirt was no wish of theirs. 
The scandals of administration were not of 
their approving, and tue candidates with their 
terrible records, worse than other public men 
of the day, made them hang their heads in 
shame; that undersuch circumstances there 
was really no reason why the Republicans 
who were actumted by principle—the men 
who organized the party in 1860 to restore the 
government to the standard of Washington 
and Jefferson—should not unite to elect Han- 
cock and English upon the platform of reform 
and reconciliation.

The Republican party, on the other hand, was 
the party of rings, monopolies, robbery and 
corruption. The candidates of each party 
rightly represent the character of the organ- 
ization, with this difference, that in the case 
of the Democracy it was ruled by the masses 
from beneath, while the Republican party, 
in utter disregard of popular sentiment 
among its adherents, was ruled and misruled 
from above. In the one the people were 
masters; in the other the office-holders made 
a dynasty. Gov. Brown then entered upon a 
scathing review of tho recordsof Garfield and 
Arthurs connecting the former with refer- 
ence to documentary evidence with the Credit 
Mobiiier, De Golyer, Black Friday, the Pa- 
cific Mail steal, the Secor robbery, the North 
Pacific land grant cheat, the defense of 
abuses of the Indian ring, the Sanborn con- 
tract business, and every other piece of 
knavery which has been exposed and re- 
ported upon, either as promoter, participator 
or defender on the floor of Congress. He 
then appealed to the members of the Repub- 
lican party to know if they could support 
such afraud as had been put upon them in 
these nominations. He appealed tothe young 
men of the party who had no stain on their 
character not to tint their own record or 
abuse their honor by shouldering or uphold- 
ing such disgrace. From this Gov. Brown 
passed to 
A HIGH TRIBUTE TO HANCOCK, 
rortraying his character as a civilian and sol- 
dier, as a man of the sword and yet a man of 
the Constitution, as one of Plutarch’s men 
who was worthy to live in history far down 
the ages. Hesaid that his administration 
would be to the wounds of the country as a 
healing balm, and to the business of the 
country as an assurance of contentment and 
prosperity; thatit would be firm, honest, 
conservative, and prove anew departure in 
the politics of the people. The news from 
Maine was only&symptom of what was to 
come yet—a union of all the opposition to 
unseat this corrupt Republican dynasty. If 
ameliorations were needed in legislation they 
could then be discussed with freedom. Gov. 
Brown then showed up the fallacy of the 
argument about a Solid South, that it was 
solid not against the North, to whom it was 
BEING KNIT CLOSER DAY BY DAY, 
by commerce and trade, by iron ribs, by the 
church, the altar, but was solid against the 
Republican rule which had tmpoverished and 
abused it, just as Maine was solid against the 
same party; thatthe war was ended, slavery 
gone, Mason and Dixon’s line a myth, and 
that the terms North and South had now no 
meaning in them, but were empty as the 
shells of last year’s locusts. The speaker 
then briefly re viewed Hayes’ administration, 
which began, he said, in a steal of the Presi- 
dency and ended in handing over the Treasury 
bodily to asyndicate of foreign bankers for 
refunding purposes; that the only proposed 
measure of his term was civil service reform, 
and yet he had killed civil service reform as 
dead as Beecher’s Life of Christ. The speaker

Something About the Lead and Zino 


Works---A Glance at Politics.

JOPLIN, September 20.—Joplin and in fact 


the mining regiens of the Southwest, to use a 
phrase that was common and pertinent be- 
fore the Chicago massacre, are booming. The 
price of lead is stiffening and that of zinc ore 
greater than it has been for months past. The 
smelters are all running full time, every eye 
being waked to its full capacity. The white 
lead works that were destroyed by fire last 
spring are nearly completed and in another 
month will be ready to begin operations. 
These works are situated north and imme- 
diately adjoining the smelting furnaces be- 
longing to the Lone Elm Company. Hereto- 
fore the smoke, or rather lead fumes, which 
were set at liberty in the process of smelting 
the ore, were lost. This is now saved. The 
fumes are caught and conveyed through hun- 
dreds of feet of pipe and woolen bagging un- 
til condensed. The result is a very fair 
article of pure white lead, which only needs 
grinding in oil to make it equal to any manu- 
factured by the old-fashioned corroding pro- 
cess. Until a few weeks ago the Joplin White 


Lead Works were the only ones of the kind in 
the world. Since then the plan has been 
tried at Leadville and found tobe a grand 
success, and the means of saving thousands 
of dollars’ worth of lead that would otherwise 
be a total loss. 

When vour correspondent first found him- 
self in the mines of Southwest Misssouri a 
few years ago, zinc ore, or black jack,“ as 
it is commonly termed here, was of no value 
whatever. Miners hoisted it out of their 
mines and dumped it among the 
waste. To-day it is worth eighteen 
dollars a ton and in active and 
increasing demand. This is caused by zinc 
being largely used in many of the industries 
in which, in the past, lead only has figured. 
Zinc paints are in active competition with lead 

aints, and there are many who prefer the 

ormer. Our nearest zinc furnace is located at 
New Pittsburg, a thriving village situated in 
the coal fields some twenty-five miles north- 
west of here and on the bine of the Girard and 
Joplin Railroad. Ithas been located there 
from the fact that there is more econo- 
my in transporting the ore to the 
fuel than in freighting the fuel to the 
ore. Furnaces have also been built at Weir 
City, some thirty miles west of here. Besides 
the ore smelted here, thousands of tons of it 
are shipped to the large furnaces located at 
St. Louis and La Salle, III. 

We have good railroad communications, 
viz.: the Joplin and Girard, the Missour 
River, Fort Scott and Gulf, anda branch of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco. Another 
line, the Lexington and Southern, being a 
branch fromthe Missouri Pacific, has been 
surveyed to within six miles of here. It will 
be completed within a year, thus making Jop- 
jin the principal railroad center of the South- 
west.

McBeth having declined the Republican 
nomination for Congress in this district, the 
fight has been narrowed down between Wad- 
dill, Democrat, and Hasiltine, Greenback.

The Epizootic in Boston. 
Eoston Special to Chicago Times, 


More than half the horses in Boston, and 
through the suburbs as well, are suffering to 
a greater or lessdegree from a distemper re- 
sembling, in a mild form, the epizootic of 
1872. The malady bas withintwo or three 
days become widespread, and in the opinion 
of veterinary surgeons in a few hours there 
will scarcely be an animal in the city uaaf- 
fected; but there appears to be no cause for 
alarm among the owners of horseflesh, for 
only asmall proportion of the animals at- 
tacked are incapable of work, and fewer yet 
are in danger of losing their lives. The af- 
fection appears to be a form of equine infiu- 
er za, and it is attributed entirely tothe ex- 
treme weather changes of the past two or 
three weeks. Coughing and sneezing horses 
upon the street to-day appear to be the rule 
rather than the exception. 

The distemper is much more mild than the 
epizootic of 1872, but the general symptoms 
areaboutthesame. They are seized with 
fits of coughing and sneezing, preceded by 
languor and fellowed by swelling of the 
throat, and in Serious cases by fever, affection 
of the lungs and death. The street cars and 
stages, which ewploy 6.600 horses, are not as 
vet seriously incommoded. The Metropolitan 
Railroad Company has 500 horses, about one 
in six of which are unable to work, and a few 
trips were omitted to-day. The be- 
lief is general that if the weather improves the 
sick steeds will be all right again; but should 
a cold easterly storm set in, 
the consequences are likely to be near- 
ly as serious as they were in 1872, when the 
great fire broke out, and there were not well 
horses enough in the city to draw the engines 
to the scene of destruction. The disease first 
appeared about a week ago, though it was not 
thought of sufficient consequence to be pub- 
licly mentioned until yesterday. Thesuburbs 
seems to be more afflicted than the city, and 
the South Boston Railroad, whose stables are 
near the water, is hardly affected at all. The 
treatment prescribed by the veterinary sur- 
geons is hot sour mash and ginger and, when 
there are feverish symptoms, aconite, the 
horse being kept well blanketed meanwhile. 


This course of treatment has{proved success- 


ful in a number of cases.

Will Start fer the Indian Territory Oc- : 
| tober 18, with 10,000 Men. 8 


Capt. D. L. Payne, the pioneer of the 
Oklahoma colony, and its chief spirit, is in 
the city, having arrived this morning. He 
was expected to be here at the meeting of 


succesful, but was unavoidably de- 
tained. Capt. Payne is in excellent 


spirits over the prospects, and says that re- 
cruits are coming > by droves. 

A Post-DisPpaTCH reporter asked him 
when the colony would start for the new 
country, to which he replied: “We will 
start on October the 18th and enter Oklaho- 
ma with 10,000 men.“ During the conversa- 
tion Capt. Payne said: There are 
several persons, notably Col. Boyd 
and Major Bloss, who are making 
speeches and saying they have been to Okla- 
homa. They are endeavoring to get up an 
opposition colony, and are circulating charts, 
etc., which were made up in some back room. 
I am the only man who ever made an attempt 
at settlementin the colony. If these men, 
who are now claiming to be originators of the 
scheme, want to derive any benefit from it, 
why don’t they go in with us. 

We are not at all exclusive, and will wel- 
come any of their representative. Why 
didn’t they take the chances I did? I went 
into Oklahoma and took the chances of hav- 
ing my hai raisc ta decorate the person of 
some Villainous redskin, besides the possi- 
bility of working out a term in 4 <oyera- 
ment penitentiary. If Boyd or Bloss 
went into the Indian Territorv it is strange 
no one ever knew of it, or that the ferrets of 
the U. S. Government failed to find them out. 
I have no feelingin this matter, but I do not 
like to see others scheming to reap the fruits . 
of my labors and hardships. I risked the dan- 
gers of high water, and for four days our par- 
ty was waist deep in water working like 
beavers.”? 

„Is there much danger to be apprehended 
from Indians?“ 

„Well, there is a probability that the 
skunks would do something. But when I 
went there I had enough men to lick any tribe 
of them. Wehad more ammunition than 
grub, and eould have gone into some hole and 
cleaned cut the entire business.“ 

„Captain, how are you off financially?’’ 

„We will have enough money to carry us 
through for a year. None of the colonists 
will go without anything. During all the 
time that we have been working up this thing 
we have never asked for a single dollar. But 
we do want the friendship of St. Lous, aud 
think we deserve it, inasmuch as this city will 
be greatly benefited by the colonization of 
the Territory.“ 

„Well, how do you stand with the Govern- 
ment in regard to your last arrest?“ 

‘‘T was arrested, but released five minutes 
afterwards and ordered to c before court 
to show cause whv I should not be fined. If 
section No. 2148, under which I 
was arrested, governs the case, the 
Government can not trouble me 
this time. The section says that any persons 
who, after having been ordered to leave the 
reservation, enter it a second time, are 
liable to be fined $1,000. Now this does not 
apply to the third or fourth entry, and in Oc- 
tober I will make mv third entrance.’’ Capt. 
Payne feels assured that the colony has the 
right of settlement and they will go in to win.
